3*  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Amp thill  is  in  the  southern  half  of  the  County  and  is 
approximately  midway  between  Bedford  and  Luton.  The  town  is 
placed  on  high  ground,  but  pleasantly  screened  by  well  wooded 
countryside  to  two  elevations?  the  district  is  situated  in  a part 
of  the  County  noted  for  its  fine  woodlands  and  scenery,  and 
.rimpthill  itself  is  well  known  for  its  buildings  of  architectural 
interest. 

Ampthill  Station  has  now  been  closed  to  passenger  and  goods 
traffic,  the  nearest  railway  station  now  being  situated  at  Flitwick, 
about  two  miles  distant.  The  United  Counties  Omnibus  Company 
operate  in  this  area  and  surrounding  district. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  with  a few  light  industries 
including  a laundry,  agricultural  end  motor  engineering  and  a firm 
of  refrigeration  engineers.  During  the  year  further  businesses 
connected  with  light  engineering  were  established  in  Station  Road 
and  plans  were  passed  for  a new  factory. 

No  Council  dwellings  were  completed  or  occupied  during  the 

year. 

Fifty-four  private  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  the 
bulk  of  these  being  on  the  Holland  Road  and  Abbey  Close  Estates#  V/ ark 
also  commenced  on  the  new  estates  off  Oliver  Street  and  Glebe  Road  and 
the  further  extension  of  the  Ampthill  House  Estate. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  travel  daily  to  Luton  and  Bedford  for 
their  employment,  but  others  are  employed  at  the  local  brickworks  and 
Messrs. Fergusons  and  Huntings,  whose  premises  are  situated  just 
outside  the  Urban  District.  The  remainder  are  engaged  in  agriculture 
and  other  employment  consistent  with  a small  town  situated  in  a 
predominantly  rural  area. 

Ampthill  Park  provides  facilities  for  cricket,  tennis,  hockey 
and  fishing, and  a small  putting  green  is  provided  in  an  area  set  aside 
for  recreation,  where  ether  children's  playground  equipment  is 
established.  Other  sporting  and  social  activities  are  provided  by 
the  Bowls,  Rugby,  Tennis,  Badminton  and  Netball  Clubs;  Choral  and 
Dramatic  Societies  and  the  Ampthill  Town  Band,  and  mainly  for  the 
younger  people,  Scouts  and  other  Youth  Organizations.

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has 
satisfactorily  met  the  demands  that  are  occurring.  It  covers  the 
full  twenty -four  hours  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  and  sitting- 
case  car  transport  is  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel 
by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals  and  Clinics  at  which  attendance 
is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical  treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance 
must  be  made  by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  Authorised  Person. 

This  should  be  made  to  the  nearest  depot. 


The  Service  also  covers  the  ranoval  to  isolation  hospitals  of 
patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  lane  and  consist 
of  the  following  - Detritus  and  Sedimentation  tanks , rotary 
percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  water  overflows  and  sludge 
beds.  The  treated  effluent  discharges  into  the  "Running  Waters" 
Brook,  which  enters  the  River  Flitt. 


During  the  year  extensive  repairs  were  carried  out  to  the 
distributors,  one  of  which  had  failed  completely,  thus  producing 
a poor  effluent.

I)uring“ Xugasi  delivery  was  taken  of  a Shelvoke  & Dr e wry  25D 
compression  type  vehicle,  in  place  of  the  existing  Karrier  Bantam 
7 co .yds  . side  loading  vehicle  which  had  been  used  continuously  for 
eight  years  a Tipping  also  caanenced  at  Brogborough,  in  co-operation 
vdth  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council,  but  an  improvement  in  the 
collection  service  was  not  forthcoming  due  to  the  unavailability  of 
suitable  labour.  The  existing  tip  at  Bedford  Road,  v.ill  only  be 
used  for  small  loads  of  urp ivbr e soibl e rubbish  and  will  eventually  be 
covered.  Treatments  arc  carried  out  to  prevent  infestation  by 
rodents  and  other  pests. 

The  Council,  do  not  operate  a cesspool  cleansing  service, 
occupiers  of  premises  drained  to  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  make 
their  own  private  arrangements  for  emptying.

9 . RODENT  CONTROL 

A trained  operator  has  been  employed  to  carry  out  the 
destruction  of  rodents,  make  surveys  etc.  and  take  such  steps  as  to 
keep  infestation  down  to  a minimum.  Regular  treatments  were  carried 
out  at  the  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works,  and  domestic  and  business 
premises  were  attended  to  as  and  when  required.  Regular  surveys  of 
ditches  and  streams  in  the  district  generally  were  carried  out  and 
the  necessary  treatment  given.  Tests  of  the  Sew/erage  system  were 
carried  out  in  accordance  width  Ministry  instructions.
